SECTIONAL ANALYSIS OF A PROPOSED BILL 
TO AMEND THRE CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE AGENCY 
ACT OF 1949, AS AMENDED, AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES 


SECTION 1. 


Under Section 3(a) of the Central Intelligence Agency Act of 
1949 the Agency is authorized to exercise certain procurement 
authorities contained in the Armed Services Procurement Act of 1947. 


The specific sections of the Armed Services Procurement Act, the 
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authorities of which CIA was authorized to exercise, were incor- 

porated by reference in Section 3{a) of the CIA Act of 1949. Since 
passage of the CIA Act, additional functions have been assigned to 

the Agency. ‘his, and edde& experience, inticate the need to 
exercise other authorities contained in the Armed Serviced Pro- 
curement Act of 1947. 


Under Section 2(c) of the Procurement Act, the Armed Services 
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may negotiate purchases and contracts without edvertising in 
seventeen listed circumstances. The Agency is now authorized by 


Section 3{a) of the CIA Act to negotiate in ten of these circum- 


stances. It is requested that the remaining negotiation authorities 
of Section 2(c) be given this Agency.
